Klinon Wolf of Washington, who was 
consul general in Egypt under P r e s i­ 
dent Brant and i« prominent in Jewish 
circle*, ha* written a letter to fou n t 
Casein b t he Buss tan ambassador. In re­ 
gard to the Kisblneff mn* soc re and the 
attitude of the Russian government to­ 
ward citizens of Ibe United .States of 
the Jewish faith, says a Washington 
dispatch to the New York Time*. 
“ You are about returning to the em­ 
pire of Russia." says the writer. “You 
will have to give nu account of the pub­ 
lic sentiment of this country in the late 
outrage* against the Jews of Kishineff. 
Are you fully aware that. although the 
government of the United States could 
not officially voice this sentiment, yet it 
has no doubt of the existence of ouch 
sentiment and is morally ismnci to re­ 
spect and enforce it? 
“Therefore, in view of the declaration 
ho broadly made by you that Husain 
has been the friend of the 
United 
States and deair*** a continuance of its 
friendship, it Is high time to evidence 
the friendship by deeds and not by 
empty phrase*. 
“You know so doe* the government 
you represent 
that the restriction* im­ 
posed and the inhumanities practiced 
on the fiussian subjects of’Jew lab faith 
drive every year from 30.000 to 40.000 
of them to the United States. 
This 
steady stream, owing to the late out­ 
rage*, will la* increased now, and ev­ 
ery newcomer will feel hatred against 
Russia. Would it not be better to have 
5,000,000 Russian Hubject* of Jewish 
fulfil loyal, patriotic Russians by giv­ 
ing them equal right* at home than to 
incur the enmity of HOJKr *.000 free 
and sympathetic American citizens? 
“Now you can aid by the usages and 
precedent* of 
diplomacy. 
Temporize 
and evade, and you will precipitate Into 
the hail* of congress and the state leg­ 
islatures the intemperate mouthing* of 
the scheming politician, and the gov­ 
ernment of the people, representative 
of Its will and power, finally will yield 
to votes, and the so calk'd traditional 
friendship will be shattered, and Hie 
enemies of Russia will reap the bene­ 
fit*. 
Is this wise? Is it diplomacy or 
statesmanship? 
“To have your government prove its 
sincerity’ and friendship, let it at once 
take advantage of the overwhelming 
public sentiment of the people of the 
United States and negotiate a new 
treaty with our government guaran­ 
teeing Hie recognition of the American 
passport in Russia, irrespective of race 
or creed, aud thus allaying by peace­ 
able means this most aggravating and 
annoying difference between the two 
grout and friendly powers. 
“You are well versed in the art* of 
diplomacy and know, as I know, the 
feelings of our government on these im­ 
portant questions. They cannot be rel­ 
egated by newspaper interviews nor 
by lying bulletins made to deceive and 
obscure. 
The people of the 
United 
States are slow to anger, but when 
once aroused they not only think free­ 
ly. but will aet. 
“ In a spirit of broadest and most gen­ 
erous solieltude do I speak these words 
of admonition In the hope that you 
have profited by your enforced stay 
and will give to those who govern in 
Russia a faithful Insight Into the sea 
of American public opinion, which will 
sweep onward -and. if needs be. iq*- 
xv a rd -wrecking friendships and possi­ 
bly administrations, unless its wishes 
anil mandates are heeded, obeyed and 
enforced.”

John Nason in Wreck at Detroit 


City and John E. McGowan 


Near Dellwood. 


BOTH W ELL KNOW N IN BRAINERD 


Engine and l our Cars of the North 


Coast Limited Ditched at 


Detroit. 


T here wax a very di*a*trou* wreck 
yesterday afternoon about I o'clock at 
Detroit city in which John Nason, well 
known Northern Pacific engineer on the 
Minnesota division, wa*instantly killed. 
It wa* the North Coast Limited, 
whh'h leave*? Staple* a Unit ll o'clock 
that wa* ditched and so far a* known 
the cause of the wreck has not been 
ascertained. 
This train ha- a very fast 
schedule and makes but one stop be 
tween Staples and 
Fargo, at Detroit. 
Yesterday -he wa* pulling into the city 
of Detroit at a high rate of speed and 
in striking the frog of the first switch 
the engine jumped the track, running 
along some seventy five feet then turn­ 
ing crossway*on the track and plung­ 
ing into tho ditch, completely burying 
itself in the sand. 
Engineer Nason was 
at the throttle and so far as known he 
-tuck to hi* post to the last and when 
found was buried in the ground under 
the engine, crushed, scalded and bruis­ 
ed beyond recognition. 
After the engine and tender jumped 
the mail car also jumped and 
rolled 
over to the right, then the baggage ear 


fo llo w e d and rolled down the embank­ 
ment, and then again the day coach, 
but no one in any of these 
car* was 
hurt to any extent. 
The fireman on the engine jumped 
and then fore escaped injury. 
Engineer Nason w’as a very popular 
trainman and made his home at Staple*. 
He is well.known in this city.

T he fir-t regular m eeting of tile city 
council held in chamber* la.-t nifcrHt was 
one of the tame variety and very little 
outride of the regular routine of I Mi si 
ne** wa* transacted. 
Contrary to what 
had been expected the council did not 
discuss the water works matter at all, 
and in view of the reeent m eeting of the 
citizen*’com m ittee it seemed strange. 
President Crust presided over the d e­ 
liberations and the following responded 
to the roll call: 
H olladay, Murphy, O. 
I). Johnson. Rowley, Gruenhagen and 
Robertson. 
The report of Supt. Peterson, of the 
electric light plant, showed forty lights 
cut in during the month of June, three 
cut out and seventy-six arc 
lights 
in use. 
He reported having placed new 
lights at the following intersections: 
Corner of W hiteley and Mill streets. 
First avenue and Pine street. First Ave. 
and Farrar street,T enth and Ivy streets, 
Second and Kingwood streets. 
He re­ 
l a t e d that the motor for the crusher 
had Iw'en sent to the Northern Electric 
company, of Duluth, for repairs, but it 
had not been returned. 
The superintendent brought up a 
matter of great im portance and rem ind­ 
ed the council that it is imperative that 
som ething be done at once. 
It was re­ 
garding the water trail under the wheels 
at the power house. 
He stated in the 
report that the water had not been so 
low in years and that the matter re­ 
quires the immediate attention of the 
council for fear of a com plete shut down. 
Mr. Peterson reported that two trans­ 
formers had burned out during the re­ 
cent electrical storm and recommended 
that two new ones be purchased. 
The 
report was on motion accepted and tiled. 
The usual grist of reports from the 
city officials were received, but nothing 
of 
importance d e v e in e d 
therefrom, 
they being of a routine nature. 
The usual pay rolls of the city were 
also allowed. 
A bill was received from 
the N orth­ 
west Paper company for £750 water 
power rental from the first of January 
to the first of July. 
T his bill seemed 
an enigma to some of the councilmen in 
view of the fact that it was supposed 
the paper company took control of the 
dam on June I, as they had been led to 
believe. 
B ut the m atter was explained 
by Alderman Rowley that the company 
was probably collecting part of the 
amount for the boom company; that 
there is a clause in its contract prohibit­ 
ing it from selling water power at the 
dam. and in fact Mr Rowley explained 
that this was one reason 
why it hail 
been difficult for the city to ascertain 
who really owned the dam during the 
past year or two.
